And, along with Natalie Brand 
and Dan Beekman, it did a great job of 
not sensationalizing everything. 

I do regret the lack of Candidate 
Survivor. (Google the phrase “candidate 
survivor Tim Burgess” if you’re wonder¬ 
ing what I’m talking about.) 

Also regrettable: Seattle suffer¬ 
ing an unfortunate parting shot from 
Jean Godden denying 12 weeks of paid 
parental leave for city employees. Clearly 
it’s time for a statewide paid parental 






leave plan for all Washington work¬ 
ers to be introduced in Olympia. With 
much of the obstructionism to any idea 
Kshama Sawant supports gone (seriously, 
Kshama—just publicly oppose things you 
really want), I look forward to a more 
boldly progressive and collaborative city 
government. I trust that in 2016, The 
Stranger (specifically Heidi, Sydney, Eli, 
and Ansel’s arms) will continue to keep a 
watchful eye on the council.”

Eugene Wasserman, head of the losing 
campaign to defeat this fall’s transportation- 
focused Move Seattle levy, regrets that our 
watchful eyes don’t seem to focus on all things 
equally, all the time, all at once.

It is 
healthy to be skeptical about all parts of 
city government.” 

ROGER VALDEZ 

Roger Valdez, a big-time lobbyist for real- 
estate developers, didn’t like our coverage 
of Mayor Ed Murray’s “Grand Bargain,” in 
which developers and affordable-housing ad¬ 
vocates agreed to charge affordable-housing 
fees on certain developments in exchange for 
increased density. 

^ j I regret The 
Stranger 
abandoned its 
usual skepticism for 
back-room deals in 
its reporting of the 
“Grand Bargain,” a 
scheme in which large 
downtown developers 
pay a fee but provide 
no on-site affordable 
housing. (Meanwhile, small-scale builders 
elsewhere have to produce 6,000 units with 
extra construction costs and rent restric¬ 
tions that are not offset by the value of the 
Grand Bargain’s proposed upzones.) 

This redistributive scheme is sup¬ 
ported by the nonprofit sector that gets 
the fees after they’re laundered at the 
city and dispersed through a costly 
bureaucratic process. What about hyping 
using the city’s bonding authority to build 



on city-owned land. We use city credit for 
stadiums but not housing? 

I regret that The Stranger's resident 
rat catchers, usually seen poking around 
rental properties, didn’t catch on to the 
fact the Council Member Sally Bagshaw’s 
tower-spacing proposal would protect 
million-dollar views for residents of the 
Escala at the expense of new housing 
downtown and that it came after she held 
a fundraiser in their rumpus room (ask 
Bagshaw about her downtown view). 

I expect Mad Lib reporting from the 
Seattle Times, but I wish The Stranger 
would do more to turn its skepticism of 
crony capitalism on these sketchy saliva 
swaps going on downtown.”

In the July 15 issue of The Stranger, we ran a cheat sheet for the primary 
election with the wrong date at the top. We regret the error. 

In the September 23 issue of The Stranger, we claimed that Iggy Azalea 
was playing the Puyallup Fair in the coming week, when in fact she had 
already played. We regret the error, and hope that if you went to the fair 
on our advice, you at least got to see some pygmy goats. 


Kathleen Richards, managing editor of The 
Stranger, regrets the fact that she shared an 
office with a dead, decaying mouse for an un¬ 
known amount of time.

In the August 5 issue of The Stranger, we mis¬ 
spelled William T. Vollmann’s name. We regret 
the error. 

Rich Smith, staff writer at The Stranger, re¬ 
grets his tardiness on bills, his lateness for 
meetings with friends, and his general lack of 
presence in the lives of his loved ones. Since he’s 
taken on a full-time writing gig, his life has been 
consumed only with what he is writing, what he 
has to write, and what he can’t but should be 
writing about. He used to be more fun. We hear. 

Dan Savage, editorial director of The Stranger, 
regrets, for the 10th or 11th year in a row, concep¬ 
tualizing and launching Slog, the editorial depart¬ 
ment’s group blog. While Mr. Savage is proud of 
Slog and all the writing, snark, and cat videos that 
have appeared there, Mr. Savage’s “idea” instan¬ 
taneously transformed editorial employment at 
The Stranger from a relatively cushy, perfect-for- 
potheads gig into a howling nightmare of never- 
ending, minute-by-minute deadlines.

We regret 
the error. 

Ansel Herz, a reporter at The Stranger, regrets 
reporting on May 6 on Slog that two Seattle po¬ 
lice officers had joked in their patrol car about 
beating people up on their way to a disturbance 
in South Seattle. It was hard to make out, but 
when one of the officers was talking about how 
his flashlight could “break a rib,” he was saying 
that might happen if they got into an accident, 
not that he hoped to do such a thing. The officers 
did, however, deride the people they were sup¬ 
posed to protect with racially coded language— 
calling them “hos,” baby mamas, “baby daddies,” 
and crack addicts—as they drove. That much is 
crystal clear. Mr. Herz regrets that the Seattle 
Police Department doesn’t give two shits and still 
employs these power-tripping scumbags. 

In the summer issue of The Stranger’s arts 
quarterly Seattle Art and Performance, we 
forgot to print Kyle Fleck’s byline on the jazz 
calendar. We regret the error. 

In the December 7 Slog post entitled “Ijeoma 
Oluo Was Right. Spike Lee’s Chi-Raq Is Insult¬ 
ingly Bad. Why Are Other Critics Failing to 
Say So?” Stranger film editor Charles Mudede 
wrote that Chi-Raq, which is an adaptation of 
the ancient Greek play Lysistrata, had set the 
Black Lives Matter movement back by 2,600 
years. But Lysistrata was first performed in 411 
BCE, and we are now 2015 years into the Com¬ 
mon Era, which means Spike Lee’s adaptation 
of Lysistrata set black feminist politics back by 
2,426 years, not 2,600. We regret the error. 

Kelly O regrets accidently hitting a lady right 
smack in the head while throwing free Babe- 
land sex toys into the audience during a screen¬ 


ing of HUMP! 

Stranger food writer Angela Garbes regrets that 
Drake’s 2015 song “Hotline Bling” is only 4 min¬ 
utes and 27 seconds long because it is the best 4 
minutes and 27 seconds of music conducive to ca¬ 
sual living-room dancing ever. When Ms. Garbes 
is at home dancing in her comfies and feeling her¬ 
self, which is often, she is in it for the long haul. 

Stranger news reporter Sydney Brownstone re¬ 
grets referring to downtown tunnel-boring ma¬ 
chine Bertha on the Blabbermouth podcast as a 
“she” after raving to her boss and coworkers for 
months that the TBM was unfairly gendered. Ms. 
Brownstone quickly retracted the gendering, but 
her slip was clear evidence of the internalized pa¬ 
triarchy within us all. 

Stranger arts and music editor Sean Nelson re¬ 
grets that you still can’t zoom in on Instagram. 

In a September 8 blog post addressed to all parents 
of children in the public schools of Seattle, Strang¬ 
er staffer Jen Graves wrote that 5,000 teachers all 
voted yes to authorize a strike. Ms. Graves wrote 
that Washington’s education system is considered 
criminal by its own judiciary; that the state is held 
in contempt for it and pays a fine of $100,000 a day 
for its total inaction on the issue; that Washington 
has some of the wealthiest people in the world yet 
unlike most states has no income tax so therefore 
can’t fund basic education; that the state’s educa¬ 
tion system has been broken since the 1970s; that 
the conditions of each Seattle school depend on 
whether parents have money (meaning Seattle 
public schools are, essentially, a private school 
system as unjust as can be and growing more un¬ 
just by the year); and that the disparities between 
Seattle schools directly reflect the venal history of 
cruelty, exploitation, discrimination, and bias that 
breaks the back of the ideal of a just America. In 
other words, Ms. Graves wrote that what’s wrong 
with Seattle schools is what’s wrong with all of it 
here in America. Ms. Graves regrets that 2,100 
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teachers voted yes to authorize a strike, not 5,000, 
but more importantly, Ms. Graves regrets that 
nothing else in what she wrote was untrue in the 
least. 

Christopher Frizzelle, editor in chief of The 
Stranger, who also writes the Morning News on 
Mondays on Slog, reported on November 23 that 
Northwest Film Forum’s new managing director 
and artistic director were “the first women to serve 
in the executive leadership in Northwest Film Fo¬ 
rum’s 20-year-long history.” This is not true, even 
though it was quoted directly from a press release 
from Northwest Film Forum. The organization 
was cofounded by Deborah Girdwood, its former 
managing director is Susie Perves, and its former 
program director is Jaime Keeling. We regret the 
error. 

Council President Tim Burgess probably regrets 
that he can no longer pass handwritten notes to 
council members to secretly recruit them into 
blocking legislation he doesn’t like, because 
Stranger reporters will PDR (public disclosure 
request) the shit out of those and put scans of the 
notes on Slog for all the world to see. 

Next to a May 5 calendar item for Cat on a Hot 
Tin Roof at ACT, we published a blank square 
where the image should have gone. We regret 
the error. 

Stranger associate editor Eli Sanders has been 
in charge of wrangling “guest editorials” for 
Slog in 2015, but sometimes he forgets things. 
For example: the June guest editorial submitted 
by the leaders of the City of Seattle’s Depart¬ 
ment of Information Technology. The subject 
of this proposed guest editorial was municipal 
broadband—which is of great interest to many 
people. Mr. Sanders promptly forgot about the 
existence of this guest editorial for six months, 
until an unrelated public records request by 
Stranger reporter Ansel Herz turned up evi¬ 
dence of intense work by the administration of 
Mayor Ed Murray on this long-forgotten piece 
of persuasion, including multiple revisions, cop¬ 
ies sent up and down the chain of command 
(including to the mayor himself), etc. When Mr. 
Herz told Mr. Sanders about this a few weeks 
ago, Mr. Sanders, who has a Pulitzer Prize, re¬ 
plied: “Ooooops.” 

In November, several Stranger staff writers and 
editors made the decision to change the default 
setting of comments on all their articles and blog 
posts to “closed.” Those writers and editors re¬ 
gret every minute they wasted pondering that 
excellent decision. 

In the June 24 film review of 7 Minutes, a second- 
rate thriller filmed in Everett, longtime Stranger 
staffer Charles Mudede described Everett as so 
ugly that it makes Tacoma look like Venice. Soon 
after the review was published, Mr. Mudede re¬ 


ceived an invitation from two Everett officials to 
visit their town. They hoped to change his opin¬ 
ion. Mr. Mudede happily made the trip on a sunny 
day and, indeed, discovered that Everett is not as 
ugly as he had always thought. Its west side has 
a great view of seas, islands, and distant clouds. 
None of this can be seen from the east side and, of 
course, it can’t be seen from 1-5. We regret hurt¬ 
ing Everett’s feelings. 

Dan Savage, who writes the Savage Love advice 
column in The Stranger, isn’t sure how he feels 
about his name being forever linked to former 
senator Rick Santorum. While Mr. Savage doesn’t 
regret leading his successful effort to redefine the 
Pennsylvania Republican’s last name (“the frothy 
mixture of lube and fecal matter that is some¬ 
times the byproduct of anal sex”), Mr. Savage is 
acutely aware that he will never be able to top 
his award-wining “Google Santorum” effort. He 
is also aware that as Rick Santorum fades from 
relevance, so too does Mr. Savage. 

The Stranger regrets its failure to pair Seattle 
City Council candidate Bill “Fuck The Strang- 
er\” Bradburd with a suitable sedative. 

Zach Peacock, The Stranger's social media man¬ 
ager, regrets being subjected to the whims of 
Mark Zuckerberg, because there’s an inverse re¬ 
lationship between Facebook’s declining organic 
reach in their news feed algorithm and Mr. Pea¬ 
cock’s mounting therapy bills. 

The Stranger Election Control Board regrets 
that the rest of the world will never get to hear 
what Bruce Harrell says to us off the record. 

In the January 28 issue of The Stranger, we de¬ 
scribed Real Change newspaper as a monthly, 
when in fact it is a weekly. We regret the error. 

Stranger music critic Dave Segal regrets all 
the untagged MP3s publicists and musicians 
sent him this year, just as he regrets all the un¬ 
tagged MP3s publicists and musicians sent him 
last year, and the year before. These untagged 
MP3s get dragged into Mr. Segal’s iTunes but 
are never heard, because in a player with about 
53,000 tracks, those files without identifiers are 
shit out of luck. All that effort the musicians 
expended to create those tracks is wasted, be¬ 
cause they or their PR team forgot to do one 
simple thing. 

In the May 13 issue of The Stranger, arts and 
music editor Sean Nelson wrote in a headline 
that Mad Max: Fury Road “Is the Greatest 
Film of Its Kind Ever Made.” Mr. Nelson re¬ 
grets his failure to think of more superlative lan¬ 
guage with which to extol the film’s monumental 
excellence. 

Rich Smith, The Stranger’s book critic, regrets 
the $365,000 the Seattle Public Library Foun¬ 


dation paid creative firm Hornall Anderson 
for the first stage of what could have been a $2 
million rebranding project if not stopped in its 
tracks by The Stranger’s hyperventilating criti¬ 
cism. While Mr. Smith was relieved the library 
board eventually voted 5-0 against going all the 
way with the $2 million logo redesign and name 
change, an idea championed by Seattle City Li¬ 
brarian Marcellus Turner, it is impossible not 
to think of all the other things $365,000 could 
have gone toward. While that was not taxpayer 
money, it was money that people donated to 
the library under the assumption that it would 
be spent on services aligned with the beloved 
institution’s mission, and $365,000 could have 
increased the collections budget by more than 
5 percent, or could have paid five years’ salary 
for one full-time librarian who makes a measur¬ 
able difference in the life of the city, or could 
have bought 19,133 gallons of Beast Corn vari¬ 
ety popcorn from KuKuRuZa gourmet popcorn 
to feed patrons of the library’s showings of Se- 
ahawks playoff games, or could have paid two 
years’ worth of the salary for an interim city li¬ 
brarian who doesn’t cloud ideas with corporate- 
speak. 

Angela Garbes, The Stranger’s food writer, re¬ 
grets listeria, E. coli, norovirus, and other food- 
borne illnesses that have caused nausea, vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhea—and worse—throughout the city, 
state, and country this year. But not as much 
as she regrets the industrialized food system 
that makes the spread of sickness so easy. Eat 
local when you can—not because it makes you 
cool, but because it reduces the likelihood that 
you’ll be lying on your bathroom floor, cramping, 
sweating, and shitting your pants. 

In February, Heidi Groover, a staff writer at The 
Stranger who regrettably hasn’t lived in Seattle 
for her entire life, misstated the neighborhood 
in which civic activist Kate Martin lives as “Fre¬ 
mont.” According to Ms. Martin, it’s actually 
“South Greenwood, East Ballard, or Phinney- 
Wood.” We regret the “error.” 

On a related note, Ms. Groover called Ms. Mar¬ 
tin’s plan to replace the crumbling viaduct with a 
new, smaller viaduct park an “overly nostalgic ef¬ 
fort” and furthermore attended a “Park My Via¬ 
duct” open house specifically to antagonize Ms. 
Martin on Twitter. Ms. Groover regrets nothing. 

Dan Savage, editorial director of The Stranger, 
regrets never hitting on the ethereally beauti¬ 
ful boy who worked at the bagel shop next door 
to the popular Madison, Wisconsin, video store 
where Mr. Savage was working in 1991 when 
he first started writing Savage Love, his long- 
running, award-winning, neologism-generating 
advice column. Mr. Savage does not deny look¬

Ms. Garbes still regrets Draze’s use of 
the word “knockers” in a song intended to cel¬ 
ebrate and not objectify women, but she and 
Draze have agreed to respectfully disagree 
about that one.

“Seattle Sweeties” cupcake campaign, Ms. 
Garbes misspelled the last name of Nicki 


Kerbs, Cupcake Royale’s chief operating offi¬ 
cer, throughout.

Dan Savage, cocreator of HUMP!, the Pacific 
Northwest’s biggest, best, and only amateur 
porn film festival, regrets not including that one 
film with the rosebudding scene in it this year.

Having Emotional Reaction 
Means Asking Nervously 

“Hard Truth #1: Renegotiating is crucial to the 
survival of all long-term relationships—even 
more so in unconventional, custom-designed 
relationships where there’s no established 
template,” said Christopher Ryan, author of 
Sex at Dawn: How We Mate, Why We Stray, 
and What R Means for Modern Relationships. 
“And while I don’t see any unfairness in HER¬ 
MAN’S girlfriend wanting to have the same 
freedom he has (to see whomever she wants), 
if he agreed to the open relationship on the 
condition that she ‘see only other women,’ then 
renegotiating is going to be difficult.”

Pick one author 
who you've sort of heard of and then read

(Funhouse) Like a happy, party-punk version 
of GG Allin—so in short, a lot like con¬ 
tributor Nick Oliveri's other part-time band, 
Moistboyz—the Dwarves have carved a 
scummy, flesh-and-leather gash for them¬ 
selves in rock history. Known as much for PR 
and onstage stunts as for their music, the 
band was supposedly axed from the Sub 
Pop roster in the 1990s for carrying on with 
the hoax that guitarist He Who Cannot Be 
Named had died.

Digable Planets 

(Neptune, all ages) Before he was Palaceer 
Lazaro, but after he was born Ishmael Butler, 
the man who now leads Shabazz Palaces was 
Butterfly, one-third of Grammy-winning jazz- 
rap maestros Digable Planets. This was during 
the wildly fertile "conscious" craze of the 
early 1990s, a response to rap's newfound ni¬ 
hilism. Don't get it twisted, though. Digable 
never got as flower power as compatriots De 
La Soul; they were too chill to preach, too 
confident to get defensive. Tonight, incred¬ 
ibly, the Planets align for the first time since 
Butler ominously declared the supposed de¬ 
mise of the group a few years ago, as the first 
part of a two-night astral-rap master class:

La Luz, Gazebos, Sick Sad World 

(Neumos) Granted, this concert falls on New 
Year's Eve, but La Luz headlining a 650-ca- 
pacity venue goes to show just how far this 
surf-noir quartet has come in four years. The 
summer release of the Ty Segall-produced 
Weirdo Shrine, their second full-length on 
Hardly Art, did the trick in transforming 
them from promising locals to national con¬ 
tenders (singer-guitarist Shana Cleveland's 
fine solo debut, Holy Rollers, didn't hurt). 

It's as if the Shangri-Las and the Ventures 
formed a supergroup with four-part har¬ 
monies, sun-warped guitars, and sinuous 
rhythms, but the lyrics dig deeper than that 
description suggests, since Charles Burns's 
devastating graphic novel Black Hole pro¬ 
vided thematic inspiration. If an adaptation 
of his Seattle-set saga ever makes its way to 
the big screen, let's hope La Luz provide the 
score.

It 
was, yes, beautiful at times, and the face of 
the main character is impressive, but Horse 
Money seemed to go on and on. And my at¬ 
tention completely refused to follow the 


movie’s plot and preferred instead to focus on 
banal things like my bills, my income, the size 
of my debts. This was shameful. How can I 
even call myself a film critic? A big part of my 
job is precisely to support movies of this kind, 
difficult movies that nobody watches. 

A Film I Regret Recommending: 

The Salvation 

I’m very, very sorry if you paid good money 
to watch the Danish western The Salvation 
on my recommendation. But do not blame me 
for this. Blame those penetrating, intoxicat¬ 
ing, hypnotizing sea-green eyes—the eyes of 
the actress Eva Green. The spell they put on 
me made it impossible for my hands to type 
anything but a positive review. But when the 



spell finally faded a few months later, and my 
sense returned, I realized what I had done. I 
looked at my guilty hands and shook my head 
no. I had heaped lots of praise on a film that 
was, in reality, not good or original or even in¬ 
teresting in a bad way. It was just bad. But as 
I said, none of this was my fault. I was as pos¬ 
sessed as that woman who thrusts a cross in 
her vagina in The Exorcist. So next time you 
read a favorable review of mine, make sure 
the film does not star the disarming, grip¬ 
ping, supernaturally irresistible eyes of Eva 
Green. ■

Dumplings, 
Weird-Ass Tostilocos, 
and the Inner Beyonce 

Seattle’s Food and Drink 
Professionals Reflect on 2015 



I n 2015, Seattle sustained some regrettable 
restaurant losses, including the beloved 
Kingfish Cafe, where for nearly 20 years, 
owners Laurie and Leslie Coaston imbued 
both the soul food and the space with warmth 
and family history Shanik, the elegant, up¬ 
scale Indian restaurant in South Lake Union, 
closed because, according to owner Meeru 
Dhalwala, her fine-dining model didn’t work 
in a developing neighborhood filled with tech 
workers looking for happy-hour deals. Gas¬ 
tropod, which served some of the city’s most 
idiosyncratic food in a tiny space in Sodo, also 
shut down, but luckily owners Cody Morris 
and Travis Kukull opened a new restaurant, 
Mollusk, where they continue to concoct dis¬ 
tinct beers and food in a larger, more polished 
South Lake Union setting. 

Seattle is in the midst of a restaurant 
boom, which leaves us with many choices 
when it comes to dining out, but I regret that 
so many of our conversations about food tend 
to focus on the biggest names and newest 
places, when it’s the smaller, older, and more 
unassuming locations, including our own 
homes, that fuel us every day and contribute 
just as much to Seattle’s culinary identity. I 
resolve next year to pay attention to as many 
of these places, in as many neighborhoods 
across the city, as I can. 

And now, a year’s worth of regrets from 
some of Seattle’s finest food and drink profes¬ 
sionals. —ANGELA GARBES 

“This year, I regret that I did not get more 
accomplished. My life was full of learning, 
great meals, and support and love from our 
amazing food community, but I wish that I 
could have channeled my inner Beyonce and 
multitasked a bit more—especially with Tok- 
las Society, the nonprofit group I help run. It 
would have been great to host just one or two 


more Toklas events to bring our city’s kick- 
ass women together and help create more of 
a community for young women working in 
the restaurant industry.”

after Mama Nature smacked them down.”

I don’t regret all those times around 
the dinner table when everyone’s phone was 
put away and all we did was tell stories and 
talk revolution.”

This past July, a two-alarm fire raged through Bob's 
Quality Meats, the Columbia City butcher shop that 
has been run by three generations of the Ackley 
family, causing more than $300,000 in damage. As 
customers mourned the closure of Bob's, owners 
James and Thien Ackley vowed that they would 
return. 

During Bob's' five-month closure, the Ackleys 
placed petitions at neighboring businesses and col¬ 
lected signatures from community members, helping 
them secure a grant from King County to restore 
their family legacy. James's father, Bob, opened the 
original butcher shop in West Seattle in 1967 and 
now James's own son, Abe, manages Bob's day-to- 
day operations.

On December 10, just in time for a busy holiday 
season, Bob's reopened its doors, the meat case once 
again filled with homemade chorizo, lamb shanks, 
beef short ribs, and smoked bacon. 

"When you're closed for almost six months, you 
worry that people will forget about you," says James. 
"So we want everyone to know, we're back." ■
